DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title and application :—(1) These rules 
may be called the Large Cardamom Grading and 
Marking Rules. 1997. 
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(2) They shall apply to the Large Cardamom 
(Amomum Subulatinn Rozburgh); 

(3) They shall come into force from the date 
of their notification in the official Gazette. 

2. Definition .—In these rules, unless the context 
otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Agricultural Marketing Adviser” means the 
Agricultural Marketing Adviser to the Gov¬ 
ernment of India; 

(b) “Authorised packer” means a person or a 
body of persons who has been granted certi¬ 
ficate of authorisation to grade and mark 
the large cardamom whole, seed andlor seed 
powder in accordance with the provisions of 
these rules; 

(c) “Certificate of Authoiisation” means a eciti- 
ficate issued under rule 3 of the General 
Grading and Marking rules, 1988; 

(d) “Grade designation mark” means the Ag- 
mark label or the Agmark replica referred to 
in sub-rule (1) or sub-rule (2) of rule 5, 
as the case may be, of these rules; 

(e) “Schedule"’ means a Schedule appended to 
these rules: 

3. Grade designations :—The grade designations 
shall be the name of the grades to indicate the 
quality of large cardamom whole, seed and|or large 
cardamom powder as set out in column 1 of schedules 
II to IV. 

4. Definition of quality:—The quality indicated by 
such grade designation shall be as set out aeainst each 
grade designation in columns 2 to 10 of Schedule II 
and in and columns 2 to 8 of ScheduIe-IV. 

5. Grade designation mark.—(1) The grade desig¬ 
nation mark shall consist of the Agmark label as 
specified in Schedule-l(A) and shall specify the name 
of the commodity, grade designation and a design 
consisting of an outline map of India with the word 
“AGMARK” and figure of the rising sun and resemb¬ 
ling the one as set out in Schedule-I(A); or 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- 
rule (1), the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an 
officer authorised by him in this behalf may, subject 
to the conditions specified in sub-rule (4) of the 
General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988, permit an 
aothomesd packer to use Agmark replica as specified 
jn Schedule-I (B) consisting of a design incorporation 
the number of certificate of Authorisation, the word 
“AGMARK”, the name of the commodity and grade 
designation, instead of Agmark label. 

6 . Method of packing :—-(1) Whole large carda¬ 
mom capsules shall he packed in new, clean, sound 
and dry wooden cases suitably fined with water proof 
paper|craft paper|polyethylene liner, or bags made of 
jute, cloth laminated with polyethylene or polypropy¬ 
lene or high density polythylene bagslpouches. 

(2) Cardamom seeds shall be packed in new. 
clean, sound and dry cotton bags, wooden cases, fined 
wtih polyethylenelwater proof paper or containers

made of glass, tin plaes, alluminium, or in pouches 
made of laminatcd|metallised|multilayered food grade 
quality plastic materials; 

(3) Large cardamom powder shall be packed 
in new, clean, sound and dry containers, made of tin, 
glass or in pouches made of laminated|extrusioned|me- 
talisedjmultilayer food grade plastic materials; 

(4) The containers shall be clean, sound and 
new and shall not be composed wholly cr partly of 
any poisonous or deleterious substances which leads 
the contents injurious to health. 

(5) Containers and packing material shall be 
be free from insect infestation, fungus contamination, 
undersirable or obnoxious smell and substance which 
may damage the contents; 

(6) The net weight of the large cardamom 
capsules, seeds and powder packed in a container shall 
be 25^ms. 50<*ms. lOOoms. 5()''£-ms. jkf and there¬ 
after in multiples of 500gms as per the Standards of 
weights and measures (Packaged commodities) Rules, 
1977 as amended from time to time* 

(7) Each container shall be securely closed and 
suitably sealed: 

(8) Suitable number of consumci packs con¬ 
taining graded material of the same grade designation 
and from the same loti batch may be packed in master 
container such as wooden cases, bags and cardboard 
cartons. 

7. Method of Marking:- -(1) A grade designation 
mark shall be securely affixed to or printed on each 
container of larpe cardamom whnlplsppd or nnwder in 
a manner approved by the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser or an officer authorised bv him in this behalf 
in accordance with rule 11 of the General Grading 
and Marking Rules. T98S: 

(2) In addition to the grade designation mark, 
the following particulars shall be clearly and indelibly 
marked on the label and or on the package: 

(a) Name and address of the packer, 

(b) Place of packing. 

(c) Date of packing, in month and year, 

(d) Lotjbatch number, 

(e) Net weight, 

(f) Grade, 

(g) Maximum retail price (inclusive all taxes 
only for domestic market): 

(3) The ink used for marking shall be of such 
quality which does not contaminate the product; 

(4) The authorised packer may, after obtaining 
prior approval of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser 
or any officer authorised by him in this behalf* in 
accordance with rule 11 of the General Grading and 
Marking Rules, 1988, mark his private trade mark 
on the package;

8. Special 1 conditions for grant of Certificate of 
Authorisation 

Notwithstanding anything contained 1 in sub-ruk 
(8) of rule 3 of the General Grading and Marking 
Rules, 1988, the Certificate of Authorisation for 
grading atnl marking of large cardamom whole, 
seedfc and/or large cardamom powder shall not be 
granted if :— 

(a) the authorised packer have not either set 
up his own laboratory manned by a quali¬ 
fied chemist approved by the Agricultural 
Marketing Adviser or an officer authorised 
by him in this behalf in accordance with 
rule 9 of the General Grading and Mark¬ 
ing Rules, 1988 for testing the quality of 
large cardamom capsules, seeds, and/or 
large cardamom powder in accordance 
with the specified quality standards op does 
not have an agreement with an approved 
laboratory for the purpose ;

G.S.R. 359.—Whereas the draft of the 
coriander Grading and Marking Rules, 1996 
were published, as required by section 3 of the 
Agricultural Produce (Grading and Marking) 
Act, 1937 (1 of 1937), under the notification 
of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Rural Areas and Employment number G.S.R. 
385 dated the 23rd August, 1996 at pages 1820 
to 1828 in the Gazette of India Part II, sec¬ 
tion 3, Sub-section (i), inviting objections and 
suggestions from all persons likely to be affect¬ 
ed thereby before the expiry of the period of 
forty-five days from the date on which the 
copies of the Gazette containing the said, 
notification are made available to the public; 

And whereas copies of the said Gazette were 
made available to the public on the 24th Octo¬ 
ber, 1996; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions 
received from the public in respect of the said 
draft rules have duly been considered by the 
Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 3 of the Agricultural Pro¬ 
duce (Grading and Marking) Act, 1937 and 
in supersession of the Coriander Grading and 
Marking Rules, 1964, except as respects things 
done or omitted to be done before such super- 
session, the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules, namely :— 

1. Short title, application and commence¬ 
ment.—(1) These rules may be called the 
Coriander Grading and Marking Rules, 1997. 

(2) They shall apply to Coriander (Corian¬ 
der Sativum L.) whole and powder. 

(3) They shall come into force on the date 
of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—Tn these rules, unless the 
context otherwise requires:— 

(a) “Agricultural Marketing Adviser” 
means the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser to the Government of India; 

(b) “Authorised Packer” means a person 
or a body of persons who has been 
granted a certificate of authorisation 
to grade and mark the commodity in 
accordance with the provisions of 
these rules; 


(c) “Certificate of Authorisation” means 
a Certificate issued under the Gene¬ 
ral Grading and Marking Rules, 
1988; 

(d) “Schedule” means a schedule appen¬ 
ded to these rules. 

3. Grade designation.—The grade designa¬ 
tions to indicate the quality of Coriander whole 
and powdered shall be as set out in column 1 
of Schedule II and III. 

4. Definition of quality.—The quality indi¬ 
cated by such grade designation and general 
characteristics shall be as set out against each 
grade designation in column 2 to 9 of Schedule 
il and Schedule III. 

5. Grade designation mark.—The grade 
designation mark shall consist of:— 

(i) a label specifying name of the com¬ 
modity grade designation and bear¬ 
ing a design consisting of an outline 
map of India with the words “Ag- 
marlc and figure of the rising sun re¬ 
sembling tlie one as set out in Sche- 
dule-I-A, or 

(ii) ‘Agmark Replica’ consisting of a 
design incorporating the number of 
Certificate of authorisation, the word 
‘Agmark’ name of commodity and 
grade designation resemblin'; the one 
as set out in Schedule-I-B, 1. 

Provided that the use of Agmark Replica in 
lieu of Agmark shall be allowed ordy to such 
authorised packers who have been granted per¬ 
mission by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser 
or an officer authorised by him in this regard 
and subject to the conditions specified in rule 
10 of the General Grading and Marking Rules. 
1988. 

6. Method of marking.—(1) The grade 
designation mark shall be securely affixed to or 
clearly and indelibly printed on each container; 

(2) In addition to the grade designation 
mark, shall the following particulars shall be 
clearly and indelibly marked on each label and| 
or container:— 

(a) Name and address of packer; 

(b) Date of packing in month and year; 

(c) Place of packing; 

(d) Net weight;

(e) Lot|batch number; 

(f) Price; 

(g) Date of expiry.; 

(3) An authorised packer may, after obtain¬ 
ing prior approval of the Agricultural Mar¬ 
keting Adviser or any officer authorised by him 
in tins (xliall in accordance with rule 11 of the 
General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988, 
mark his private trade mark or trade brand on 
the graded packages or containers, provided 
that the same does not indicate quality other 
than that indicated by the grade designation 
mark affixed to the graded packages. 

7. Method of packing.—(1) The graded 
material shall be packed in clean, sound and 
dry containers such as jute bags, cloth bags, 
polywoven bags, paper bags, polyethylene, poly¬ 
propylene, metallised polyster|polyethylene 
laminated pouches, cardboard cartons, tin, glass 
or plastic containers, wooden cases, or any 
other packaging material as may be required 
by the buyer and)or approved by the Agricul¬ 
tural Marketing Adviser or an officer authoris¬ 
ed by him in this behalf provided the same are 
made of food grade materials. 

(2) Suitable lining of polypropylene, polye¬ 
thylene shall be used in packing of powdered 
Coriander in jute bags, cloth bags, paper bags, 
and cardboard cartons. 

(3) The containers shall be free from in¬ 
sect infestation, fungus contamination, deleta- 
rious substances and any undesirable of obnox¬ 
ious smell. 

(4) Each package shall contain graded 
material of one grade designation only. Small 
packs containing graded material of the same 
lot | batch and grade designation may be packed 
in a master container such as jute bags, woo¬ 
den cases, cardboard cartons using tie-or label 
with details on master containers. 

(4) Each container shall be securely closed 
and sealed. 

8. Special conditions for grant of certificate 
of authorisation.—In addition to the general 
conditions specified in sub-rule (8) of rule 3 
of the General Grading and Marking Rules. 
1988, the following shall be the additional 
conditions for grant of certificate of authorisa¬ 
tion for grading and Marking of Coriander 
whole and powdered under these rules name¬ 
ly :— 


(1) The authorised packer shall either 
set up his own laboratory manned by 
a qualified chemist approved by the 
Agricultural Marketing Adviser or 
an officer authorised by him in this 
behalf in accordance with rule 9 of 
the General Grading and Marking! 
Rules, 1938 for testing quality of 
coriander whole and powdered or 
have access to the State Grading 
Laboratory or private commercial 
lab., approved for the purpose ; 

(2) The premises for processing grading 
and packing shall be maintained in 
perfect hygienic and sanitary con¬ 
ditions ; 

(3) The personnel engaged in these ope¬ 
ration shall be in sound health and 
free from any contagious disease.
